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REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library ; 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the 


vear ending December 31, 1924. 


The total circulation for the year has been 6,569 _ vol- 
umes, adults 4,533, juvenile 2,036, an increase of 462 over the 


previous year. 


A certificate is given to each child reporting on five 
books on the State Reading List, and during the year thirty 
nine certificates have been issued. Three honor certificates, 
requiring a report on twenty books, five of which are non-fic- 
tion, have been given to Beulah Miller, Beatrice Mitchell and 
Kathryn Streeter. Beginning with the fall term this reading 
has been required by the schools, but most of the certificates 
were given out previous to that time, when the children earn- 


ed them on their own initiative. 


We have received from Mass. Library Commission fifty 
four books and subscriptions to the National Geographic.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts 
of the town of Colrain for the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1924, made in accordance with the provisions of Section 
85, Chapter 44, General Laws. This report is in the form of 
a report made to me by Mr. Edward H. Fenton, Chief Exam- 


iner of this Division, who was placed in charge of the work.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the accounts 
of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 1924, 
and submit the following report: 


‘he financial transactions of the town as recorder on the 


books of the several departments were examined and checked. 


‘The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. ‘The recorded receipts were checked 
with the records in the several departments collecting money 
for the town and with the other sources from which money 
was paid into the town treasury; and the payments were 
checked with the orders authorizing the treasurer to disburse 
town funds. The cash book was footed throughout for the 
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period of the credit, the cash on hand was verified by an act- 
ual count, and the bank account was reconciled with state- 


ments furnished by the banks. 


Following the recommendation of the report last year an 
effort was made by the selectmen to get in all bills outstand- 


ing and few, if any, remained unpaid at the end of the vear. 


It has been the practice to make no appropriation § itor 
State aid, but to pay these orders in anticipation of reimburse- 
ment by the State for State aid rendered the previous year. It 
has also been the custom to reduce the expense for street 
lights by an amount received for this service fiom_ private 
sources, these receipts being credited to the appropriation 
made by the town for street lighting. In this connection at- 
tention was called to the provisions of Section 58, Chapter 44, 
General Laws, which reads as follows: 


“All moneys received by any town officer 
or department, except as otherwise provided by 
special acts and except fees provided for by sta- 
tute, shall be paid by such officer or department 
upon their receipt into the town treasury. Any 
sums so paid into the town treasury siiall not be 
later used by such officer or department without 


a specific appropriation thereof.” 


It is recommended that, in these cases, an appropriation 
be made of the total amount to be expended and that the re- 
ceipts be used by the assessors as estimated receipts in fixing 
the tax rate. 


The accounts of the tax collector for the commitment of 
taxes for the years 1919, 1920, 1921, 1922, 1923, and 1924 
were checked and verified. The collections were compared 
with the treasurer’s cash book, the abatements were checked 
with the records of abatements granted by the assessors, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed. 


The outstanding accounts were further verified by send- 
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ing-notices to the persons whose names appeared on_ the 
books as owing money to the town, and from the replies re- 


ceived I am satisfied that the accounts are correct. 


The collector keeps a cash book as recommended in the 
report of a year ago. The collections are much improved and 


the records well kept. 


The records of the town clerk for the period covered by 
the audit were examined and checked, the records of dog | li- 
censes issued, as well as those for hunting and fishing licenses, 
being compared with the records of receipts, and the pay- 


iments being verified. 


‘The records of the library treasurer were examined and 
checked. The receipts were compared with the incoine from 
trust funds and other available sources; and the payments 
were checked with the orders of the trustees authorizing the 
disbursement of money. 


The securities representing the investments of the Gris- 
wold Memorial Library and the Davenport Relief Funds were 
personally examined and checked. ‘The income from library 
funds was proved. No income has been drawn from the Day- 
enport fund since 1921. 


The surety bonds of the treasurer and town clerk and 
the collector were examined and found to be in proper form. 


The accounts for the year were analyzed and a balance 
sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared showing 
the financial condition of the town December 31, 1924. 


There are also appended. to this report tables showing a 
reconcilation of the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax ac- 
counts, and statements of the trust fund transactions. 


While engaged in making the audit, I received the hearty 
co-operation of the various officials, and I wish to express my 
appreciation for the assistance rendered and the courtesies ex- 
tended.
